Students in the“animal science de- 
partment of the University of Califor- 
nia will be ensconsed in their new 
building at Davis by August, 1928, ac- 
cording to plans announced. Bids on 
the building, which is to sost approxi- 
mately $300,000, were called for, to be 
opened November 25. Funds for the 
building were appropriated last win- 
ter by the legislature. 


Motorists of California will pay a 
larger total gas tax than those of 
any State ‘n the Unio, according to 
government reports of the consump- 
tion for the first six months of 1927. 
These show that a total of $101,250,841 
was collected for the first half year 
the country over. Of this total Cali- 
fornia stood first with $9,055,934, or 
approximately 9 per cent of the total. 


New building operations at the. Uni- 
versity of California at Berkeley, in- 
volving an expenditure of about $1,- 
850,000, will begin as soon as plans 
just ordered by the University regents 
can be drawn by the architects, it 
was announced last week from the 
office of President W. W. Campbell. 
The proposed construction will be the 
first step in providing the new bulld- 
ings made possible by last year’s $6,- 
000,000 State bond issue. 

A marked reduction in California 
fire losses this year, and especially in 
damage to timberlands, was reported 
by Fred G. Stevenot, State Director of 
natural resources.

ANCIENT SKELETON _ 
FOUND UNDER TREE 


— 


Remains of Tsimshian to Be 
Preserved. 


Prince Rupert, B. C.—After repos- 
“ig under ancient shells and refuse 
and covered by the stump of a huge 
cedar tree—the stump indicating .an 
age of at least 325 years—the skeleton 
of one of the earlier British Columbia 
residents has been partly uncovered 
by archeologists engaged in research 
for the Canadian government. It is be- 
ing removed and will be placed tn a 
museuin as a relic of Canada’s early 
native peoples. 

For some time the archeological 
party has been exploring in the north- 
ern part of Prince Rupert. An ancient 
refuse keap is in the process ‘of being 
cleared away. On top of the heap 
stood a huge cedar tree, whose rings 
show an age of 325 years. 

With the removal of this stump and 
of the upper layers of the heap, the 
skeleton has been brought to. Ught. 
It is probably that of an adult man. 

Only one skeleton from the Tsim- 
chian area is known to be preserved 
in any museum in the world. This, 
bowever is @ modern one which fs in 
the Field Museum of Natural History, 
It wus uncovered at Port 
Essington in 1897. The skeleton now 
being uncovered at Seal Cove is ut 
least 200 years older than this.

The discoveries being made at Seal

is thought they may indicate an earlier 
race of people on the British Columbia 


coast than so far discovered, and also 


they Indicate thut the Tsimshians were 
not always given to cremating their 


dead, as had been believed, previous 


to the arrival of the white mun.

Canadian Fancy Fish Expert 
Finds Odd Specimen. 


Toronto, Ont.—Channa Channa, re 
cent arrival in Toronto from West 
Africa, never realiy knows whether 
he’s coming or going, because, queer 
fish that he is, he has an extra eye 
in his tail. Fish stofy? Perhaps, but 
James M. Palmer of the, Walker House 
aquarium, who is Canada’s foremost 
fancy fish expert, saye that all the 
other fish authorities agree with him 
when he states that the curious round 
area on Channg_Channa’ 8 tail, if nota 
real eye, has mysterious powers of 
detectfon, and makes a very passuble 
piscine optic. 

Palmer has ereedead four of these 
marvels, one of them the largest speci- 
men ever seen on this continent. 

Every now and then Palmer ‘goes 
adventuring, usually to New York, 
when he hears that a tramp steamer 
is making for port after a trip to the 
Strange places of the earth. Sailors 
have learned that there are men like 
George Wright of the Walker house 
who will pay as wuch for soimething 
rere and beautiful in the fish line as 
other collectors will give for a first 
edition, or a Japanese print. 

So they bring back finny treasures 
from their far voyaging and gain an 
honest penny to add to their seaman's 
wage. Palmer has just returned from 
one of these trips, and (hanna Channa 
is only one of the several strange 
creatures that-he has brought back to 
Toronto with him. 

There are, for example, a pair of 
“Jewel fish,” their delicate, pinky-red 
sheen coruscating with brilliant me- 
tallic spots of emerald and crimson. 
These fish come from the Island of 
Haiti. There are a pair of pirana, 
beautifully marked, but vicious little 
fresh water fighters from the Amazou 
in South America, where they are the 
terror of swimmers. 

When the pirana has a quarrel with 
his better half he does not take the 
ease to court, His method is more 
direct—he chews her into shreds with 
his powerful jaws. That was the hor~ 
rid fate of the mate of “Jack Demp- 
sey,” a-big pirana that Palmer tried 
to lure .into’ the domestic state last 
fall.

Washington.—Oyster lovers will re- 
joice to learn that their favorite sea 
food-in the future must have a clean 
bill of health, To combat the possi- 
“pillty of more slellfish-burne typhold 
outbreaks the United Stutes public 
health service tas decreed that health’ 
authorities of the varieds siates will 
have to investigate shefifish . . produc- 
ing concerns within their jurisdiction 
and issue certificates to thosé whose 
oysters” are above suspicion... Every 
effort will be made to keep oysters 
from uncertified shippers off the mar- 
ket. 

The federal health service will co- 
operate with the state agencies In de- 
ciding upon the minimum require 
ments for approval. The success of 
the plan as outlined at present will 
depend quite largely on ability of to- 
eal health officials to keep their com- 
munities protected by shippers’ certifi 
cates,

from contaminated ureas. and attempt- 
Ing to make them safe by placing 
them in chlorinated water in storage 


tanks, u method that has come tnto 
recent) popularity with some oyster 
producers, is not yet regurded as a 
safe procedure in the estimation of 


the United States public health serv- 
ice officials.

Rance canal. The clap of sabots re- 
sounds through the quaint streets 
whose Fifteenth century house wulls 
and carved racades befittingly frame a 
scene of snowy-capped old women and 
shovel-hatted old men, with their 
shrewd, kind faces of apple-red fresh- 
ness, Never were such old folk as 
these. Breten peasants—old, merety, 
like some seasoned vintage of “im- 
prisoned sunshine.” - 

Beyond Dinun all fs “little country,” 
as the French say, with here and there 
a cluster of red roofs, or a distant 
spire, or lock-keeper’s house, to udd 
their charm to that canoe-tempting 
stream. Everywhere there are tocks. 
At one stretch there are 13 within 
four miles. 

Locks are constructed for sizable 
boats, not for canoes. But the good- 
natured lock-keepergs moderate the 
water’s inrush by pening the sluice 
gradually. In fact, locking through— 
and especially in “descending” locks, 
where the water sinks to the levei of 
the stream ahead—-becomes even. an 
absorbing, plcture-book experience. 
Down you go, gradually losing sight 
of the world, as the lock walls rise 
towering about you. The ponderous 
gates ahead of you, closed like some 
big, black book cover, set you to won- 
dering what Hes behind then, Then 

owly they open—the. book covers 
part—and some new and charming 
picture, a Corot or perhaps a Cazin. 
is disclosed. == a : : 

At Rennes one leaves the canal and 
enters the Vilaine river. It ig another 
lovely stream, which winds its way 
through a flexuous, closely shorn iand 
of, one might almost. say, natural golf 
links. Perhups it is an indirect com- 
pliment to the beauty of French water- 
ways that this one should be called 
Ugly river,

Avoid the Loire Sands. 

The Loire ts poted for its sand. 
Though the French giass and cement 
industries work. overtime -and the 
dredges do their best, their united ef- 
forts at exhausting, the sand of the 
Loire are about as effective-as “seven

! maids with seven mops” sweeping rp 
a sea beach. It is hopeless. even for 
a canoe; the best plan is to ship the 
craft to the middie Loire, where the 
chateaux are many and the sand 
shouls are fewer. 

Langeals. Luynes, Amboise, Chau- 
mont, Blois—outstrung jewels on the 
tiver bank of the Loire! Yet they 
are jewels which were fashioned and 
set on their river-commanding helghts 
at different periods and with different 
aims. Nevertheless they have an his- 
torical bond, since mast of them occu- 
py the sites of Roman camps, from 
which they derive their names. 

Langeais {is a corrupted form of 
Alingavia, and Maille (the older name 
of Luynes) is but a slight modification 
of Maiieium. Bui Gallia deciiied a0 
remain a Roman colony,-and by de- 
grees these sites fell into the hands 
of the early Frenchmen. Thereupon 
they erected fortresses, and the Ro- 
mans being oui of the way, proceeded 
to battle among themselves. 

Luynes’ grim walls and unornament- 
ed towers give us a fair idea of what 
this military fortress was in the 
Twelfth century, when the powerful 
nobles warred against each other and 
even against the king. 

Around Langeais centered the great 
battles between the counts of Anjou 
and the barons of Touraine. From be- 
hind its walls Richard of Engtand 
(who was also a count of Anjou) de- 
fied the crown, and for centuries the 
English continued to use the castle as 
a base for gentlemanly brigandage, 
until the unhappy ~ nelghbortood 
bought them off with 2,000 gold 
crowns, stipulating that the fortress 
be destroyed. Thereafter hard-fisted 
Louis XI, having quelled his unruly 
vassals and unified France, rebuilt for 
himself a modified Langeais—the 
castle as it stands today, 

Some Lovely Chateaux. 

Amboise and Chaumont belong to 
the same century as Langeais and 
show the same tendencies. They are 
military strongholds, softening under 
ornamentation of pinnacle and carv- 
ing toward a purpose which became 
always less warlike and always more 
luxurious. 

Of this gradual transition the final 
stage is seen tn the chateaux of Bluis 
and Azay-le-Rideau, where nut a ghost 
of the somber feudal fortress remains; 
where windows, and not toopholes, 
look out upon parks instead of draw- 
bridges, and where ornament expands 
into. the embroideries of a pleasure 
palace in which the rustle of silks has 
replaced the clang of mail. Blois is 
for the traveler who prefers to hob- 
nob with the ghosts of gorgeous 
eardinals und queens and satin- 
doubleted courtiers. 

At Orleans the canal is regained 
and stretches off 125 kilometers to the 
Seine. At Buges, still on the canal— 
at the intersection of three, in fact— 
begins the press of canal traffic that 
mounts by the mile as Paris Is ap- 
proached. 

The French. cana! system dates 
back to 1638, when the Canal de 
Briare was constructed. Since then 
it has welled into a vast complexity 
of routes which total more than 3,000 
mileg of canals and vearly 7,000 miles 
of navigable rivers, canalized and non- 
canalized, 

It is no exaggeration to say that 
traffic may be moved from any vue 
to.any other part of France over this 
remarkable system. which entails apo 
annual upkeep expenditure of 30,00U.- 
000 francs. . [ts longest link {fs the 
Canal du Midi, which extends 880 
miles across suuthern France. connect- 
ing the Rhone with the Atlantic 
ocean, ; 

The maximum of traffic is found on 
the Marne-nu-Rhin canal, which to 
1919 carried 110,000,000 K. T. or kilo- 
metric tons. A K. T. is one ton which 
has been transported one kilometer. 
Multiplying thus. the tonnage carried 
by the distance It moved, we find in 
the same year a grand total of 773,- 
000,000 K. T, as the canal traffic of 
all France.

Lycurgus Pictured as 
Foe of “Hard Liquor” 


King Lycurgus, reputed founder of 
the Spartan constitution, is given the 
honor by tradition of being one of the 
world’s first prohibitionists, says a 
writer In the Kansus City Star. in 
fact, several ancient historians say he 
was such a good king that his subjects 
could not tolerate him, 

Though Plutarch even tn his time 
wrote that there was the greatest 
warlunce in he recorded accomplish: 
meats of Lycurgus, on the following 
story several eurlier writers seem to 


agree. After returning from exten- 
sive travels, Including Egypt, Spain, 
Crete, India and Libya, Lyeurgus in- 


stituted severa! drastic reforms tp 
Thracia, among these being the abol- 
ishment of the worship of Bacchus. 


Wine and drunkenness were almost 
the esseutlulg of religion then, conse 
quently many of the people thought 
there must be a mistake on some- 
body's part in attempting to enforce 
such sudden sobriety, and insurrection 
resulted. Lycurgus saw that emer- 
Sency measures were necessary and 
visiiing the bigh priestess he com- 
tiauded her’ to express his reform 
views In. oracular ‘form. 


Whether she was one who was oot 
averse to an occasional cup herse'f 
will never be known, but tradition 
says that those in the teniple soon 
heard the oracle’s mystic voice declare 
“No more wine.shyll be-drunken in 
Thrace,” adding afler a small but 
highly significant pause, “so long as 
Lycurgus is on the throne.” The 
PMbhracians then submitted, but. short- 
ly thereafter Lycurgus dled. The date 
of his reign is uncertain, but most his- 


torians place It in the Ninth century

Whén I first 
went to New York th 1872, almost ali 
hews reports were written in prosy, 
solemn fashion, the way the. English 
press did, and constructed in the 
same way. A certain formula for ac 
counts of public meetings, another 
for murder cases, another for trials 
in courts. Reports of conflagrations 
were all allke. 


Then Amos Cummings burst into 
full flower. He had been a compost- 
tor on the old Tribune under Greeley 
and ai sub-editer while Dana was 
there. Greeley recognized the young 
man’s ability, but Amos was quick- 
tempered and decisive and gifted 
with an eloquence of profanity quite 
beyond ordinary description Tradl- 
tion has it that Greeley discharged 
him for “Insolence and profanity.” 

Dana immediately made him man- 
aging editor of the Sun, and Cum- 
mings began to develop some of the 
things that long had lingered ‘in his 
active mind. Among the first was to 
change the quality of the Sun’s news 
reports, and to make them Interest- 
ing as well as Important; to develop 
the sentimental, the pathetic, the 
heroic, the belligerent, when they 


_happened in real life, the same way 


as the novelist did in his stories of 
fiction, 

He taught the boys to call their 
productions “stories” instead of artl- 
cles—“stories of human _ interest.” 
Amos ceased to be managing editor 
of the Sun in 1872, but the seeds of 
good reporting that he had planted 
were watered and nourished by his 
successors. until the entire staff had 
caught the spirit of his genius.—

A Red ross membership of 5,000,- 
000 in the United States will be sought 
this year during the Eleventh Annual 
Roll Call, November 11 to 24, Chair. 
man John Barton Payne announced 
following completion of a study of 
the demands which the past year 
made on all branches of the Red. 
Cross organization. 

He stressed particularly the {n- 
creasing demands of disaster relief 
as pointing to the need for an in- 


creased membership to aid in carrying | 


the growlng responsibility in this fleld. 

“For several years our membership 
has remained at a little more than 
3.000.000 adults,” he said. “We are 
proud of this membership. It is a 
body of our choice. spirits, but there 
afe many more of like spirit 
should be counted: in this Roll Call 
We need at least 5,000,000 adult mem- 
bers.

80 last in all flelds amounted to $16,- 
139,248.60, of which $11,360,348.60 rep- 
resented the National Organization's 
appropriations and $4,779,000 the cost 
to the Red Cross local chapters. In. 
tlided in this ioial was @ disaster 
relief, for which $8,216,893.31 had 
actually been expended to the close of 
the year. This does not cover expen. 
ditures which continued to be made 
in the Mississippi Valley flood, or in 
other disasters originating during the 
fiscal year but whose operations ex- 
tended over into the current period. 

Service to disahled veterans, an- 
other outstanding demand on the or. 
ganization, called for $2,930,223.86, and 
service to men of the Regular Army 
and Navy, $507,832.30. Maintenance 
of an enrolled Nurses’, Reserve, from 
which the needs of, disaster service 
and other emergencies are met, and 
whieh numbers more than 45,606 
nurses totalled $45,248.83. For the 
Public Health Nursing program, a na. 
tion-wide activity -of the Red Cross, 
$801,068.99 was expended. Other serv- 
{ces contributing -to health and well- 
being included instruction in Home 
Hygiene and Care of the Sick, for 
which $165,380.16. was spent; Nutri- 
tion Instruetion, which teaches thou. 
‘sands annually correct food principles 
in relation to health, $171,370 73; 
First Aid and Life Saving, a service 
which is actually curtailing accident 
and water casualties, $354,780.06; 
Junior Red Czoss, the children’s 
branch of Red Cross activity, and one 
of the most unique organizations in 
the world, $582,434.23. 


Other Red Cross Chapter activities, | 


including Home Service to civilians 
amounted to $1,220,000; while other 
national domestic operations required 
$236,147.17. 

An outstanding American contribu- 
tion to the rest.of the world f@ Red 
Cross assistance in foreign disasters, 
which the report shows, called for 
$256,962 to the ead of the fiscal year. 
Aetivities under: the League of Red 
Cross’ Societies, Junfor,Red Cross 
foreign projects, assistance to Amer- 
ican insular chapters,.and other for- 
eign and insular work completed the 
demands on the total appropriation 
for the year. 

These expenditures were cited by 
Chairman Payne as emphasizing the 
need for a grqwing membership and 
increased income.
